Hundreds of the men who will go 
to make up the regim ent of tank engi­ 
neers to be mobilized here during the 
coming day* will be 
raw 
recruits, 
sent from stations in many parts of 
the country, and not yet issued uni­ 
form s or any equipment. 
They will 
come to G ettysburg in much th e -a m e 
w ay as the large parties arrived last 
summer from 
Philadelphia, 
Balti­ 
more, York and other recruiting offi­ 
ces. 
A drive hai been made all over the 
country to get volunteers for the tame 
service and in many sections it has 
met with quite a rea iy re-ponse. Re­ 
cruiting offices have been notified to 
send the men on to G ettysburg and 
parties of them are now on their way 
here.

H arrisburg, Mar. 15—Two 
women 
were killed, and twenty two passen­ 
gers and members of the crew,’ w’ere 
injured, only a few of them serious­ 
ly, about 12:45 o’clock this morning 
in the wreck 
of Train No. 19, 
the 
Cincinnati, Indianapolis and Chicago 
express, on the 
Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road 
a short 
distance 
above 
the 
Elizabethtown station. 
The 
train 
wras west-bound 
from 
Philadelphia 
and 
two 
Pullman 
sleeping car* were thrown from the 
track 
when 
a 
rock 
ami 
a large 
mass of earth rolled down in a land­ 
slide. 
The dead:

Palmer, 
of 
M organ­ 
town W. Va. 
Was traveling

The train was traveling at a good 
rate of speed and the engine and two 
express cars had passed through a 
part of the cut near Elizabethtown, 
when the boulder and a mas* of earth 
came rolling down with terrific force. 
The two sleepers were overturned and 
the passengers thrown in a heap in 
the upper berths of the cars. 
A re­ 
lief train was rushed out from this 
city and many of the injured brought 
in. 
Others were cared for at the M a­ 
sonic Home, at Elizabethtown. 
The darkness 
made work 
excep­ 
tionally difficult and the confusion for 
a tim e was great. 
Early reports of 
the wrack indicated th a t about 
a 
score had been killed and th a t was 
the general belief among the passen­ 
gers for an hour or more a fte r the 
wreck occurred. 
Train No. 19 was the 
one 
which 
figured in the disastrous wreck near 
Loehiel, May IO, 1905, when it side­ 
swiped a 
cark tad of dynam ite r e ­ 
sulting in the deaths of dozens of 
passengers and great property dam ­ 
age.

President Asks Baker to Look into 
Casualty last Matter. 


Washington, JVI af. 1*5—At the re­ 
quest of President Wilson, Secretary 
Baker, while in France, will take up 
with General Pershing personally the 
subject of the manner in which the 
American casualty lists shall be is­ 
sued. 
The President, after studying 
a protest by George Creel, chairman 
of the Committee on Public Informa­ 
tion. against putting out casualties 
without giving the addresses of dead 
and wounded men, 
asked the War 
Department to have Secretary Baker 
go into the subject with the Ameri­ 
can commander. 
There has been no intimation as to 
the President’s attitude. 
However, 
even if there is no modification 
of 
the order it is believed that clearer 
reasons for 
withhaldi ng 
addresses 
may be made public. 


Washington, Mar. 15—legislation 
to repeal laws giving extra pay al­ 
lowances averaging 50 per cent 
to 
m en ‘ in the aviation service, recom­ 
mended by General Pershing and by 
Secretary Baker, was 
unanimously 
disapproved yesterday by the Senate 
Military Committee. 
A clause in the 
omnibus biLl amending the National 
Defense Act providing for repeal of 
the allowances was stricken out. 
Although the War Department con­ 
tends that flying is not more hazard­ 
ous than 
other services, the Senate 
committee feels that information pre­ 
sented along that line was not suffi­ 
ciently complete. 
The 
departm ent’s 
views were given by Provost General 
Crowder, but even he admitted that 
wholly reliable statistics on compara­ 
tive army hazards are not available. 
Recent deaths in 
training camps, 
General Crowder said, were due large­ 
ly to inexperience and to the great 
number of men suddenly called into 
the service.
